CONGRESS AND 
WILSON SPLIT

President Wants Present System Of | 


War Management To Continue, 
While Congressmen Demand A 
Wholesale Reconstruction By 
Appointment Of War Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, JAN. 22—President Wilson and 


congress were locked today in what must inevitably prove 
one'of the bitterest, contests in the history of the Ameri- 
can government. The president demands the preserva- 
tion of the'present system of war management. Congress 
demands a Avholesale reconstruction. Odds today favored 
the president to win.

forces and the insurgents "probably will come Thursday, 
when if the reeonstmctiomsts can hold the solid Republi- 
can vote and secure five or six Democratic votes they can 
win in the senate. The vote will be taken on the reference 
of the war cabinet bill to the committee. The military 
affairs committe has already voted to recommend its im- 
mediate passage, but the formalities of the senate demand 
its reference to some' committee. The administration 
forces, seeking to cain time and test their strength, will 
move to send the bill to the naval affairs committee on 1he 
ground that since the measure affects also the navy that 
committee should be consulted.
